LEWIS AGREES 
TO CONTRACT 


Mine 
Wo rkers Chieftain 
Withdraws His Strike 
No tice At Once

WASHINGTON, M arch 19—John 
L Lewis today withdrew his con­ 
tract term ination notice to the gov ­ 
ernment effectiv e M arch 31 in com ­ 
pliance with a Supreme court m an ­ 
date. 
Lewis sent a 20-word letter to 
Secretary of Interior Krug announc­ 
ing that the notice which he had 
giv en Krug last Nov . 15 “is hereb y 
unconditionally 
w ithdraw n.” 
It was this notice of contract te r­ 
mination 
h u t toucix i o ic t. 3T-day 
strike last fall. 
Lewis called off that strike until 
March 31. 
His action today thus 
apparently erases the possib ility of 
renewal of the work stoppage at the 
end of this m onth. 
Co ntract Co ntinued 
Without a contract, 
the 
miners 
historically do n ot wcrk. 
Thus. 
Lewis’ action continues in 
force the contract he signed with 
Krug late last spring after the gov - 
• ¿eminent had seized the mines to 
end a 59 -day stoppage. 
It was this contract tha t Lewis 
sought to end last fall. The gov ern­ 
ment ob tained an order from F ed­ 
eral Judge T. Alan 
Goldsb orough 
directing Lewis and his miners to 
call off a strike that followed in 
Nov emb er. 
When Lewis refused, he and the 
miner.s were held guilty of contempt, 
Lewis w as fined $10,000 and the 
United M ine W orkers were fined 
$3.500,000. 
The Suprem e court up­ 
held the contem pt conv ictions and 
Lewis’ fine. 
The court.» howev er, directed that 
the union fine b e reduced to $700,- 
000, prov ided Lewis 
withdraw 
his 
notice ending the contract with the 
gov ernment w ithin fiv e days after 
issuance of the Supreme court m an ­ 
date.

The Restful City 
Researchers who have b<*m study ing the prevalence 
of insanity In Ohio have concluded that m ental m al­ 
adjustm ents are more frequent in the country than 
In the city This la a fine how-do-y ou-do with which 
to confront the admirer of Thoreau and the fellow 
who's been saving up to buy a little place in the 
country . 
It certainly Is a finding at variance with w hat is 
generally btlieved to be the case, and since the survey 
was confined to an intensive study of one county , M i­ 
ami, rather than a sampling of scattered areas, it 
could be that the survey 's conclusions are misleading 
The reasearchers suggest that the best adjusted 
farm y outh may be m igrating to the cities, leaving 
the maladjusted to run the farms. Or could it be that 
all the monotonous dronings and thrummings inher­ 
ent in farm life—the crickets, the frogs, the dog bay ­ 
ing at the inoon, the horses clumping in their stalls 
and tfle interm ittent squabbles in the poultry y ard— 
are in sum total worse than the strain of city life? A 
far-ietchrd conclusion, but if the researchers are cor­ 
rect, the day may come when psy chiatrists will pre- 
scilbe for farm-dwellers a rest in the city to settle 
their nerves. 


Flu's To o Go o d Fo r It 
Or.e wonders as the flu victims stagger and fall 
out of line whether there was the same thing In the 
old day s and, if there was, how civilization survived. 
If world supremacy ever is achieved by one nation, it 
will be the one whose citizens are first to develop im ­ 
munity to \he flu. After that, every thing will be sim ­ 
ple. All the other nations will be knocked olf during 
flu epidemics.

Mere man was never Intended to bear 
so deep a humiliation, so unspeakable a m ortification 
of the flesh There must be some worse name for this 
modern plague than merely “flu.'’
